TOR EAPLANATION OF 


SINKING 


Ur ARABIC 


Administration Awaits Full Details 
of Attack and Will Avoid Diplo- 
matic Break if Possible; Ofticial 
Dispatch Confirms Report That 
Two Americans Lost Their Lives. 


By Associated Press. 


LONDON, Aug. 21.—The British Government today author- 
ized the statement that the steamship Arabic was not being con- 
voyed when she was torpedoed by a German submarine. 


. WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—It was announced at the State 
Department today that Ambassador Gerard probably would be di- 
rected to call the German Government’s attention to the sinking 
of the White Star liner Arabic and to invite an explanation. 

This was the first indication from any official source that Ger- 
many would have an opportunity to give the reasons for the attack 
apparently in disregard of President Wilson’s solemn warning 
that such an act would be regarded as deliberately unfriendly. 

The State Department’s attitude is that if the German Govern- 
ment has any facts which, in its opinion go to mitigate the circum- 
stances of the attack, such as an attempt to escape or an attempt to 
resist or attack the submarine, the Berlin Foreign Office should 


have opportunity to present them. 


Today’s announcement, moreover, in- 
dicates that before President Wilson 
takes any ‘action there may be some ex- 
change of diplomatic communications. 

Tt is understood that the State De- 
partment’s policy is to show the utmost 
deliberation consistent with the delicate 
quesion and to omit no opportunity >* 
avoiding. a severance of relations with 
0 long as there is‘a reasor- 
tpectation that a sufficient excuse

If the Arabic had a convoy, the im- 
plication is that she was guilty, although 
she may have been innocent. State De- 
partment officials believe that no con- 
voy was with the liner when struck. 
They argue that if one had been near 
it would have gone to the rescue of the 
passengers who floundered around in 
lifeboats for four hours. If con voyed 
the Arabic forfeited all rights as a mer- 
chantman.

Army of Gen. von Gallwitz 
Captures Important City 
45 Miles Northeast of War- 
saw — Von Mackensen 
Makes Further Progress 
Near Brest-Litovsk. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, Aug. 21.—The 
Germans have captured the Russian 
town of Bielsk, 2% miles south of Bialy- 
stok and have driven the Russians over 
the Biala River, according to an offi- 
cial announcement given out today by 
the German army headquarters staff. 
„ Bielsk is 45 miles northeast of War- 
saw and the same distance southwest of 
Grodno, which is on the line to which 
the Russians retired upon evacuating 
Warsaw.. 

Text of Statement. 

The text of the statement is as fol- 
lows: 

In the western theater of war noth- 
ing of importance has taken place. 

Eastern thearter of war—Army group 
of Field Marshall von Hindenburg: In 
the fighting east of Kovno, 450 prisoners 
and six machine guns were taken. South 
o Kovno, the enemy evacuated his posi- 
tion on the Jesia River and is retreating 
in an easterly direction. 

Near Gudele and Sejny, Russian posi- 
tions were stormed. In.the fighting west 
of Tykocin, the Russians lost 610 prison- 
ers, including five officers and four ma- 
chine guns. 

“The army of Gen. von Gallwitz took 
Bielsk and south of that place drove 
the Russians over the Biala. 

“The army group of Prince Leopold 
troke the renewed resistance of the 
enemy yesterduy afterncon and even- 
ing and since early this morning the 
enemy has been.in retreat. More than 
1000 prisoners have been taken. 

‘The army group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen advanced its left wing over 
the Koterka sector and from the mouth 
of the Bug to Pulva. The enemy con- 
tinued to retreat. Near Brest-Litovsk, 
and east of Viadova further progress 
was made.“ 

88.000 Prisoners Taken. 

A statement given out by army heads 
quarters last night said: 

“The army of Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg took Novogeorgievsk, the last 
stronghold of the enemy in Poland. 
making prisoners of more than 85,000 
Russians, among whom were six Geh- 
erals. The number of cannon taken has 
increased to more than 700. The quantity 
of war material is impossible to esti- 
mate. 

“Gen. von Gallwitz’s troops have taken 
60 Russian prisoners, these including 
„10 «officers, and captured 12 machine 


guns. 


Previous statements said the total gar- 
rison at Novogeorglievsk was composed 
of 85,000 Russians, and that 2,000 had 
been captured in the last day of the 
‘fighting alone, leaving uncertainty as to 
whether any of the 85,000 had escaped.

PERIL WHEN EAST 
~ ODE DIKE BREAKS 


Rescues Effected by Police and. 
Volunteers Under Direction of 
Mayor Mollman. 


Two hundred and fifty men and 5000 
bags to be filled with sand were hur- 
ried from East St. Louis to Pogue, III., 
this afternoon, following the receipt. by 
Mayor Mollman of information that a 
Wabash embankment, 16 miles northeast 
of East St. Louis, was threatening to 
give way and let an immense volume of 
water into the Cahokia Valley and into 
East St. Louis. 

The Wabash Railroad sent 200 men 
and the bags and the East Side Levee 
Board sent 50 men. 

The threatened embankment forms 
a dike’ on one side of a diversion chan- 
nel, 16 feet deep, constructed to drain 
200 square miles of territory. The wa- 
ter ordinarily flows into the Mississippi 
River, but is not flowing into it now be- 
cause of high water in the Mississippi. 

At noon the water was out of the 
channel banks and within two feet of 
the top of the Wabash embankment. 
A Wabash. superintendent, who had a 
force of men at the embankment, tele- 
phoned that he believed the embank- 
ment would give way. 

Mayor Mollman said the natural 
course of the water, if the embankment 
breaks, will be

Utilities Hooke of six of the bureau's 
inspectors to be deputies of the new 
inspection bureau created by an ordi- 
nance which became effective today. 

H. <. Henley, chief inspector of the 
Fire Prevention Bureau, and H. M 
Blossom, representing the insurance 
companies, opposed the creation of a 
city bureau. They contended that poll- 
dics would enter into the appointment of 
inspectors and that inspections would 
not be made by competent persons.

Fire engines were being used today in 
pumping water from the yards, ware- 
houses and offices of the big fire clay 
and sméiting plants in the flooded dis- 
trict of Manchester avenue.

comment exhaustively on thé speech in 
the Reichstag of tue Imperial Chan- 
eslior, Dr. Von Bethmann-Hollweg, at- 
taching particular importance to his re- 
marks concerning Poland. The general 
opinion set forth in the press is that 
the Government contempletes annexa- 
tion of Russian Poland, which meets 
with almost unfVersal approval. 

Editorial comment, although dealing 
frankly with this subject, is restricted 
to some extent by the prohibition of the 
discussion of annexation—a prohibition 
promulgated by the Chancellor himself 
and, in the opinion of dome newspapers, 
overstepped by him. 

The Taegiiche u says that 
“Poland will de freed finally from the 
Russian yoke and guaranteed a more 
fortunate futurs.“ The Poles, this news- 
paper says, will be independent or 
neeriy 30.“ 

The Taegliche Rundschau ventures to 
become critical, however, and questions 
whether an independent Poland, under 
German sovereignty, would not be a 
menace to Germany, and whether the 
Chancellor, in bringing up the discus. | 
zion of annexation, has not retarded the 
conclusion of peace by bringing home to 
Russia realization that ita richest in- 
dustrial province may be lost. 

Not Suffictentiy Definite. 

The Kreuz Zietunge asserts the Chan- 
cellor’s speech was not sufficiently de- 
finite, though holding out hopes which 
may have the most important conse 
quences. 

The Nachrichten of Dresden draws the 
conclusion from the Chancellor's speech | 
that the Government does not intend to 
permit Poland again to be under Bus- 
sian control. 

The Tageblatt of Leipsic says: Phe 
world now knows how we became in- 
volved in this war and we have learned | 
for the first time whither we are hea- 
ed. The Chancellor for the first time 
has lifted the veil concealing the pur» 
pose of the war and has indicated dis- 
tinctly and manfully what is to be the 
reward of the efforts of ourselves and 
cur allies—freedom of the seas to the 
west and the weakening of Russia to 
the East. ‘The Chanecellor’s wor is, 
‘Courland freed,’ will be greeted joy- 
fully by hundreds of thousands.“ 

The Nachrichten of Leipsic expresses 
the belief that the military achieve- 
ments of Germany thus far are not 
sufficient to warrant the Chancellor's 
utterances, but approves the revelations 
ef the Government's intention. 

The Germania of Berlin says the 
Chancellor’s remarks show that the at- 
titude of Germany toward Poland is 
friendly, but indicates an alteration of 
Prussian policies. 

Goal Clearly Seen. 

The Tageblatt of Berlin says: A cer- 
tain goal is clearly to be teen in the 
Chancellor's words. A new Europe, a 
new order of things, must result, which 
will make impossible any encircling of 
Germany, any breaking of her circuit in 
the future. The basis, therefore, is, in 
the Chancellor’s opinion, the extension 
and strengthening of the German em- 
pire. In this purpose all Germans will 
agree with him. The means to its at- 
tainment can be discussed only when the 
proper time arrives. The more efféo- 
tive our armies in Poland are the sooner 
that time will arrive.“ 

Though slight differences of opinion 
appear in the press as to the wisdem of 
the Chancellor's frankness in discussing 
Poland, such criticisms are virtually 
buried in an avalanche of praise of his 
straightforwardness and honesty.

Save Mother

QUEENSTOWN, Aug. 21.—Louis Bru- 
guiere, son of Mrs. Josephine L. Bru- 
guiere, one cf the two Americans on the 
Arabic who are reported to be missing, 
told today of his struggle to save his 
mother, and hew she was lost. He 
seid he and his mother were the last 
to leave the promenade deck. They 
reached this deck after the last boat 
had left the ship. This boat was too 
far away to be reached by his mother. 

When they were swept into the water, 
Bruguiere said, he swam for 20 minutes 
with his mother. Then his head was 
struck by à piece of wreckage and 
te was forced momentarily to release 
his hold on her. 

Wen he come again to the surface, 
Mrs. Bruguiere had disappeared. Half an 
hour later the son was dragged aboard 
cne of the ship's small boats. In this 
boat he found his two bulldogs, which 
he had throw overboard. 

Capt. Finch’s Statement. 

Capt. Finch, who had been commander 
of the Arabic for the last six years, re- 
newed his declaration today that the 
liner was torpedoed without warning. 

I was on the bridge and had been all 
the way down St. George's Channel,“ he 
said. The first indication. I had, even 
of the presence of a submarine, was 
when I saw the torpedo coming toward 
the ship A a distance of about 300 feet. 

“It approached us from the north at 

right angles to our starboard side. When 
it struck us there was @ terrific explo- 
sion which shook the whole ship. It was 
so stupendous that one of the life boats 
which swung out from the ship’s side was 
hlown into the air in splinters. A great 
volume of water was flung into the air. 
“The Arabic listed first to starboard, 
then to port. Then she deemed to steady 
herself for a moment and then she began 
to settle and had disappeared complete- 
ly in 10 minutes. I did not at any time 
see any sign of a submarine and as far 
as I am aware nobody else saw one be- 
@ore or after we were struck. 
„Our life boats and rafts were ready. 
Life belts had been distributed before we 
reached the spot where we were at- 
tacked. This is always done now, in an- 
ticipation of need. The boats were low- 
ered without an instant’s delay, and as 
the Arabic settled the rafts floated off. 
We had accommodations of this sort for 
u great many more persons than were 
on board. 

“In all, 14 hoats were lowered, I think. 
1 have been informed that as the Arabic 
settled two or three of these were cap- 
sized, I don't know what the cause of 
that was. I did not see it occur, but 1 
na ve been told that it did take place. 
Good assistance was rendered us, as ll 
of the boats were picked up.

After that a woman and her 
baby were met and finally I got a piece 
of raft beneath me and a swell then 
washed me aboard the boat. 


Just before we were struck we passed 
the steamship Dunsley, which was sink- 
ing.

I also saw two boats sailing 
away from her toward land. We were 
then 60 miles south and 102 miles west 
of Queenstown.” 

Bugler Holford, who was on the prom-

Praises Captain’s Work. 


Zellah Covington of Los Angeles, 
the playwright, who was a passen- 
ger on the Arabic, in describing the 
scenes aboard the steamer after the 
torpedo struck, highly praised the 
manner in which Capt. Finch had pre- 
pared for a torpedo attack and the 
skillful way in which he navigated 
his ship from the moment he saw the 
projectile.

The recrudescence of submarine 

activity began on Aug. 12 and in the 
week ended Aug. 18, the British 
Admiralty reports, 13 vessels of a 
total tonnage of 22,970 were sunk, 11 
of them by underwater craft and 
two by mines. This makes a total 
known loss of 70,668 tons of shipping 
in nine days. 
Ten of the vessels sunk in the two 
days were British, three were Nor- 
wegian and one was Spanish. The 
total tonnage known to have been 
lost on Friday was 26,674; Thursday, 
21.024.

EXPECT EQUALITY 


Greater Measure of Liberty Will 
Be Demanded After War, 
He Intimates.

PARTY HOPES FOR PEACE 

Declares Lust for Conquest Must 

Not Prolong Fight When Ene- 
mies Are Ready to Quit. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, Aug. 21.—In the 
course of the debate today in the Reichs- 
ing, Dr. Eduard David. the Socialist 
leader, said: ' 

“There lives im the hearts of the Ger- 
man people, as in all other peoples, a 
longing for the day of restoration of 
peace. It were ill for humanity if it 
were otherwise. The European peoptes 
are bleeding from thousands and thou- 
sands of wounds. Every day of the war 
means further frightful destruction of 
values. 

„Therefore, I point again today to the 
declaration which our party made in 
the Reichstag. We adhere to the prin- 
ciple declared on Aug. 4, 1914, that an 
end must be made to the war as soon 
as our enemies are inclined to make 
peace. 

Lust for conquest must not prolong 
this war unnecessarily. Emperor WII- 
liam said we were not waging a war 
of conquest and the Chancellor’s speech 
yesterday supplied further proof. Un- 
fortunately, Germany's enemies are not 
yet inclined to peace, notwithstanding 
their severe defeats. Their leading 
statesmen only recently asserted the 
determination to continue the war until 
Germany is crushed and their plans for 
¢gonquest are realized. They are still 
looking for allies among the neutrals. 
They said time is their ally, and hope 
to wear out Germany’s economic and 
military power by protracting the war. 

“If we desire peace, therefore, the only 
thing left is to compel them to see 
that their hope is futile.” 


More Liberty Expected. 

Referring to the Chancellor’s words 
te the effect that Germany owes her 
success to moral power exerted in the 
direction of freedom, he said: 

“And I hold it to be my duty to add 
that we expect a greater measure of 
liberty for the German people. With 
this hope we shall vote for new credit. 
We must reach the goal of equal civil 
rights attending equal civil duties. 

“Whoever did not know it before 
must have learned through this wor 
that the great masses of the German 
reople stand so high in efficiency, in 
the spirit of organization, in the sense 
of social duty, that the demand for full 
political equality cannot longer be re- 
fused. Creation of freer and higher 
conditions of law and culture among the 
people themselves and in the respect 
of other peoples must be the unaltera- 
ble aim of a policy which strives for 
the best for our own people and all hu- 
manity. In struggling for that goal we 
vote for the present war credit.” 

Dr. Peter Spahn, a clerical, expressed 
gratitude to Pope Benedict for his et- 
forts in behalf of peace. He said: 

“The position of the Holy Father 


‘| which has been created by the war com- 
{pels us to think of an international 


arrangement which would do justice 
to the rights and dignities of the pa- 
pacy.” 

Polish Freedom Discussed. 

Dr. Spahn indorsed the Chancellor’s 
position concerning the freeing of Po- 
land from “ths Russian yoke.” Maj. 
Ernst Bassermann, national liberal 
leader, spoke ir. the same vein. He 
added, however. that the Polish prob- 
lem must be solved with due regard 
tc Germany’s national interests as well 
as the interests and demands of the 
Poles. 

“Victory must bring us peace which 
will guarantee our future, dictated 
solely from the standpoint of Ger- 
many’s national interests, he said. 

Viad'slaus Seyda, a Polish member, 
expressed satisfaction at the Chancel- 
lor’s position, saying Poland would have 
the opportunity of developing its na- 
tional life ang reviving the culture of 
former times. 

“We express firm confidence that the 
rregent war will create political condi- 
tions for the Polish nation which will 
enarantee fre: development of its na- 
tional life in the future, he said.

Erpressions from editors of lead-| 
ing German newspapers throughout 
the United States on the sinking of 
Arabic have been received by the 
Post-Dispatch, They follow: 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 21.—The Britisn 
steumer Arabic has varried over the 
ocean ponderous loads of weapons and 
munttions, and it cannot be estimated 
how many German soldiers were killed 
or maimed by American-made bullets 
wich the Arabic’s. numerous trips 
brought to England an‘ ner allies. The 
sinking of the Arabic has made an cna 
to ner further transporting murderous 
wenpons. 

If our Government cannot or will not 
end the exportation of almost incredu 
lous masses of weapens and munitions, 
it is almost a holy duty of Germany to 
use all legitimate means to stop, as far 
as she can, the helpers to the slaughter 
of her “sons on the European battle 
fields, occasioned by American-mrde 
bullets, 

Everybody is sorry, of course, if Amer- 
ican or any other lives were lost, but we 
Americans, after all warnings that have 
been given, should be wise ~nough not 
to make trips on ships of belligerent na- 
tions, but select ships of neutral Powers. 

President Wilson warned Americans 
two years ago to leave Mexico, and 
England warned British subjects during 
the Russo-Japanese war that she could 

ot protect Englishmen traveling on 
ships of the warring nations. Why did 
President Wilson not pursue the same 
sane and sensiNe course in this world 
war?’ If he had issued an official warn- 
ing, all difficulties between the United 
States and Germany would have been 
nicely avoided and the American hves, 
whose loss we all so sincerely regret, 
would have, in all likelihood, been

England Drags Americans Into Da2z- 
ger, Editor Declares, 
CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—We hardly be- 
lieve that anybody will venture to as- 
sert that the Arabic was not a hostlie 
boat from the German point of view. 
Even a passenger ship, the British boat 
must be considered hostile territory as 
much as Germany is concerned. But 
the Arabic chiefly carried war supplies 
since the outbreak of the war. The 
crew formed a rifle club and practiced 
daily with long-range rifles of heavy 
caliber. The seamen would trail a sma!! 
raft about 100 yards astern of the ves- 
sel, upon which a stick of wood would 
be stuck to represent a submarine peri 
scope. This was used as a target. This 
proves that the crew of the Arabic was 

prepared to resist any submarine. 

If Americans knew this and used the 
boat just the same, they are to bear 
the consequences of their reckless ac- 
tions. If they did not know it, England 
is responsible for the loss of American 
lives. The protection of American lives 
ie one of the highest duties of the Amer: 
ican Government. And in dischargement 
fof that duty the Government has the 
support of every citizen, whatever his 
sympathies may be,-but out of this duty 
the Government can hardly deduce the 
duty of Germany to consider the pres- 
ence of Americans on a belligerent bost 
as protection of that boat. 

We turn to the Government and to the 
Anglo-American press with the sincere 
q on: Suppose a German boat, now 
interned at Hoboken, would try to tarry 
munitions to Germany, would they ad- 
vise Americans to travel on such boat’ 
They certainly would not do it. And 
we would also raise our voice against 
such a dangerous trip. Why, there- 
fore, not the same precaution with ref- 
erence to British boats? The answer is 
clear, the Government and the press be 
lieve in the superiority of the British 
sea’ power, but inasmuch as the super- 
ior British sea power id unable to pro- 
tect peaceful passengers, England is re 
sponsible for dragging American citl- 
rens iffto danger.

N EW YORK, Aug. 20.—Dr. Heinrich P. Albert, Imperial German Privy 
Councillor, and connected with the German embassy in this country, today 
replied to the criticisms of the German propaganda, the eorrespondence of 


which was published exclusively in the World. 
n handing his statement at his office, 45 Broadway, to a reporter for 


the World, Dr. Albert said: 


‘‘T Herewith hand the statement to you as representative of the New 


York World. 


I want to say at the same time that I have nothing to add 


to what is contained therein. Not one word will I say other than is con- 


tained in this document. 


Dr. Albert is about six feet tall, and 
has @ very pleasing appearance. He 
has & very high forehead, his hair is 
dark, but streaked with gray. His mus- 
tache is ‘short and stubby, and also 
streaked with gray. On one side of 
his synburned face Dr. Albert displays a 
numher of cross-cut scars, which, no 
doubt, are the results of student duels. 
Follopeing is the text of his statement: 

Inf view of, the wide publicity that 
has been given the documents and mem- 
oranda that were stolen from me and 
the wholly false and unwarranted de- 
ductions that are sought to be drawn 
from them, as evidenced by news com- 
mentg and editorials, I have concluded, 
in juatice to the public and to the 
cause’ I represent, as well as to myself, 
to present a brief summary of the 
facts. 

It 4s inevitable that all sorts of wild 
and irresponsible offers, proposals and 
suggestions should be addressed from 
every, conceivable quarter to one holding 
the official position in which I am placed 
as an accredited agent of one of the 
great ; nations engaged in this unfortu- 
nate world-wide war. That the charac- 
ter of most of the ‘documents’ that were 
contained in the portfolio that was ab- 
etracted from me. 

“The published letter from a Mr. Mc- 
Lane] to the effect that Mr. McLane 
nas a plan for precipitating a strike 
| of automobile workers’ and that ‘a 
strike could be brought about in the 
munitions factories of Detroit, Cleveland 
and Cincinnati for about $50,000’ is a 
fair illustration of the worthless sort 
of ‘junk’ on which the representatives 
ot my Country are charged with con- 
spiring against the industrial peace of 
this community and are sought to be 
held * to public reprobation. 

Evidence of Consideration. 

“Letters and documents of this sort 
from ‘strangers with whom we have had 
no dealings ora communication and 
whos very identity is unknown to us, 
are ga raded under blinding head lines 
as though they constituted evidence of 
actual transactions with us or were 
matters of which we were cognizant or 
for which we are responsible.

acter, we have still considered it our 
right and duty, while Great Britain con- 
tinues its piracy on the high seas, t 
endeavor to protect ourselvés against 
this course of international brigandage 
by stopping the exportation of war ma- 
terials to the allies wherever it can be 
accomplished, whether by our purchase 
of factories or of war materials, even 
though we are not in a position at this 
time to make further use of them in our 
own defense. 

“I am unable to understand on what 
theory our action in that direction 
should be the subject of criticism. 1: 
we had the means and the opportunity 
we would buy every munitions factory 
in the United States, if in that ray we 
could keep munitions from the enemy. 

We should, however, still earnestly 
urge and insist, as we do, that it is 
unjust to require us to protect ourselves 
— that way, if it were possible to da 
s0, which it is not, and that your Gov- 
ernment shculd protect its commerve 
with us and should not permit its citi- 
zens to be made the chief instruments 
of the wholesale slaughter that is now 
devastating Europe. If there is any- 
thing in the nature of bad faith or in- 
consistency in that attitude, I confess 
to being too obtuse to be able to appre- 
ciate it. P 


Quotes From Decument, 

“As further evidencing the utter worth- 
lessness and misleading character of the 
publications of which I complain, I beg 
herewith to quote from an official docu- 
ment filed by the German Embassy with 
the State Department June 16, 1915, from 
which you will note that so far from 
our then contemplated purchases of war 
materials having been secretly conduct- 
ed, our intentions were fully explained 
to the State Department, accompanied 
by the offer to resell to the United 
States Government ‘any or all of the 
materials purchased.’ 

“If the German Government, during 
the course of the war, should consider 
it advisable to purchase arms, ammuni- 
tion or other war material in the Umited 
Stites it could do so for no other pur- 
pose than to prevent it from falling into 
the hands of the allies, her enemies 
The right of Germany to effect such 
purchases could not be questioned. Such 
purchases could not form a danger to 
the United States, but would to some 
extent serve as a limitation upon the 
casualties of war, thus serving human- 
ity; such purchases, furthermore, would 
serve the particular interests of the 
United States. 

“For, it must be remembered, that if 
the German Government should ever 
consider it advisable to purchase war 
materials in the United States, it would 
do so knowing that delivery in Germany 
could not be secured and that no use of 
the purchased material could be hoped 
for during the war. It will readily be 
understood, therefore, that the German 
Government would at any time be will- 
ing and, indeed, glad to sell and trans - 
fer to the United States Government any 
or all of the material it had purchased.

d) Efforts in the same direction aie 
now being made to tie up the entire 
cotton crop. 

“Does the World regard this course 
of action on the part of Great Britain 
as ‘the meddling by a pretended friend- 
ly government with the domestic af- 
fairs of the United States?’ 

“High handed Practices.” 

It would be difficult to conceive of 
more high-handed practices or more 
flagrant violations of the spirit and in- 
tent of your anti-trust laws than are 
embodied in those arrangements. Tot 
when the German Government endeav 
ors to secure control of output of a sin- 
wie factory, its entirely legitimate ac- 
tion is widely denounced as amounting 
to a propaganda ‘involving the United 
States in the complications of the Eu- 
ropean war.“ 

“Surely no reasoning mind can be 
misied by such manifest evidences of 
blind partisanship, unfairness and in- 
sincerity. I doubt whether the World 
has ever * — a publicity cam

“2. In answer to the inference based 
on certain of the letters that I, or any- 
one connected with the German Gov- 
ernment, has been concerned in o- 
menting or encouraging strikes in fac- 
tories manufacturing war materials, 1 
have only to say that there is no basis 
for any such assertion or insinuation. 
No such transaction or negotiation as 
is suggested by the above mentioned 
letter from Mr. Dencken to Mr. Mar- 
low or by the McLane letter ever oc- 
curred. 

“Whilst it is true, as above stated, 
that all sorts of offers and proposals 
were and are being constantly made to 
me (ag they are doubtless being made 
to representatives of the allies in this 
country) upon that and every other con- 
ceivable subject by people unknown to 
us, whom we never took the trouble to 
answer or investigate and to whose pro- 
posals we paid not the slightest atten- 
tion, no such transaction as hag been 
sought to be adduced from the one-sided 
correspondence that has been printed 
ever took place. Our only offense on 
the face of these letters ig that of hav- 
ing tucked away the letters instead of 


consigning them to the waste basket. 
“For months past the newspapers have 


been filled with inspired romances of 
qur attempts to foment labor troubles, 
which.I am glad of the opportunity to 
set at rest. It is quite on a par with 
the baseless and ridiculous assertion 
that ‘the large transactions of Germany 
suggest a weekly expenditure of $2,000. 
000.’ These sensational falsehoods fol- 
low one another so thick ano fast that 
it is quite impossible to deny them if 
one were disposed to do so.

tion, management, policy or affairs of 
the Fatherland. The paper was in er- 
istence, and had, I am told, a wide cir- 
culation as a publication of avowedly 
pro-German sympathies long before Dr. 
Dernberg or I or any of us came to 
this country. 

“It so happens that the transaction re- 
ferred to in Mr. Viereck’s letter of July 
1, 1915 (which was entirely legitimate 
and unobjectionable), was never carried 
out for the reason that Mr. Viereck re- 
fused to subscribe to the conditions set 
forth in that letter. I explained to him 
that we were not in sympathy with 
his attacks upon the administration and 
especially upon the President and that 
we would lend no substantial support 
to the publication, notwithstanding any 
claim te which it might otherwise be 
entitled because of its German attitude, 
unless we could have a sufficient con- 
trol over its editorial policy to prevent 


our desire to assist a publication that 
would place the merits of the German 
point of view before the American pub- 
lic. Mr. Viereck declined to permit his 
policies to be in any way influenced 
by our wishes, and much that he said 
in hig paper has been against our vig- 
orous and persistent protest. 

4. As to the so-called German infor- 
mation service and the alleged news- 
paper propaganda: 

“Te ie not true that an effort has at 
any time been secretly made to influ- 
ence American public opinion. The ex- 
istence of the German information serv- 
ice was publicly announced to all the 
leading newspapers of the country upon 
its inauguration in October last and has 
been well known to the public ever 
since. It was founded for the purpose, 
as then stated, of counteracting the par- 
tisan news service that up to that time 
had been edming via England, in which 
the happenings of the war and the con- 
ditions in Buropean countries were being 
creatly misrepresented, to the injury of 
Germany. 

Embasay Assisted Service. 

“The embassy, which has a natural 
and legitimate interest that reliable in- 
formation regarding Germany should 
be made available to the press of this 
country, has always opéniy assisted 
that service by giving it access to au- 
thentic news items and official reports.

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A LOOK AHEAD AT BERLIN. 

“Prondly and without fear we look into the 
future,” declared Chancellor von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, reviewing the military situation in the Reich- 
stag. 

Highly interesting, as the German official view 
of the record of events to date, is his confident and 
most optimistic statement. He pours scorn on 
the allies’ claims of lack of preparedness and other 
exouses in a whole year filled with excuses. He 
outlines bright hopes, and it must be conceded 
that he assigned no reason for them that has not 
some basis in fact. 

Powerful and appealing is the argument by 
analogy, and that is the argument he applies by 
implication to the further course of the war. Ger- 
man energy, resdurcefulness, readiness, sudden- 
ness in attack, have achieved results of a brilliancy 
scarcely surpassed in history. Victories in a long 
“st of desperate encounters, each of which is to 
be accounted greater than the encounters of prior 
wars, are to be inscribéd on German battleflags. 
To Liege, Namur, Brussels, Antwerp, Maubeuge, 
Lille are added Warsaw, Kovno, Novgorod and 
now Novogeorgievsk. 

The territory already subdued would equal a 
large fraction of the area of the German empire. 
The prisoners of war taken would form enormous 
armies. Thousands of cannon, greater thousands 
of machine guns, munitions enough to fill long 


series of warehouses have been captured. 


It is natural for the Chancellor to argue that 
Germany, having accomplished these almost in- 
credible things in the past, will continue incredi- 
ble performances in the future. Would not the 
allies be filled with high assurance if they could 
look back on such a record? 

It is only when German execution is measured 
by German expectation that these words of gu- 
preme confidence, based on truth, are seen not to 


express all the truth. They are really spoken at 


a most critical time for Germany's security, when 
the Balkan peoples seem about to extend the list 
of her enemies, when an accounting must soon be 
made in Poland and the question answered as to 
what, after all, has been gained. 

In the four theaters of war on land there is only 
one where things are going well for Germany. 
If it is a cause for optimism that the allies can- 
not break through the German lines in France and 


Belgium, is it also a cause for optimism that the 


Germans cannot and will not break through the 
ajlies’ lines in that region? Italy's Alpine progress 
may be slow, but she has added much to the forces 
that are depleting Teutonic strength. — 

“Unshaken and unshakable stand the Darda- 
nelles,” says the Chancellor, at the moment when 
Turkey, industrial pauper, is cut off from her al- 
lies and their stores of war tools, and events are 
moving more rapidly than they seem to some 
great climax. In the broad theater of war at sea, 
what is there affording a gleam of hope except 
success in attacking fishing craft and unarmed 
merchant ships? 

The plans that reposed long years in war office 

pigeon holes—plans prepared with the most ac- 
curate knowledge of Germany’s limitations as well 
as utmost possibilities—called for the crushing of 
France within a few weeks and the defeat of Rus- 
sia within a few months thereafter. France was 
not crushed. Russia’s armies are still a powerful 
force for defense and offensive. 
Germany is nearly a year behind on her sched- 
ule and enemies have multiplied during that year, 
and continue to multiply. The argument from 
analogy is not one-sided in its application. If she 
has fallen so far behind expectation in the first 
year, may it not be reasoned that she will fall as 
far behind her present sanguine expectation in the 
next year?

THREE ARGUMENTS. 
The Rock Island case posts upon the national 
bulletin board another powerful argument for 
control of railroad capital issues by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. This is the third 
great argument of the kind to be posted within a 
brief memory. 
The New Haven was wrecked by excessive cap- 
ital issues efther alien to the business of railroad- 
ing or for properties and purposes without equiva- 
lent value. The Frisco system was wrecked by 
excessive capital issues for properties in which 
its officials were interested. The Rock Island 
was wrecked by excessive capital tssues which 
were even used to pay gratuities of a million dol- 
lars to high-salaried officials and which brought 
a loss to the compahy of at least ea score of mil- 
lions in reckless investments. 
The days of open stock watering by railroads 
are nearly over. But the days of underhand stock 
and bond watering, which is worse, are still with 
us. The shipping and traveling public has an ad- 
mitted interest in making railroad securities hon- 
est. Perhaps the owners and creditors of rail- 
roads, in the light of these cases, may come to 
see that they also have an interest in making the 
securities honest. The way to this end is to bring 
the Interstate Commerce Commission tnto super- 
vision of all railroad capital issues.

° BIGGEST ST. LOUIS RAINSTORM. 

In St. Louis, whose topography makes it one 
of the best drained of American cities, more than 
seven inches of rain fell in a little more than 24 
hours, during a storm that swept up from the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

Since official records were kept no such pre- 
cipitation has been known in an equal space of 
time, So unusual a downpour far surpassed all 
provision suggested by previous experiente for 
caring for it. Along ravines and beds of small 
streams leading toward the Mississippi, floods 
swept, accumulated waters from the city itself and 
from the elevations of St. Louis County beyond. 

Hollows between the ridges and elevations on 
which the city is built became broad lakes, with 
damage to residences and other structures built 
therein. Industrial plants here and there were 
handicapped, trolley service interrupted, even 
trains on steam roads entering the city along 
the Mill Oreek Valley from the west could not 
be operated. Inconvenience was caused to many, 
actual physical distress to a few and a not incon- 
siderable loss in money and regrettable loss in 
life. 

In few of the larger cities of the country, how- 
ever, could such a visitation have taken place 
with as little flooding of sewers, as little of over- 
flow on valuable property, as little general hard- 
ship and damage. St. Louis has great reason to 
congratulate itself today. 

Artificial safeguards are not planned with ref- 
erence to the exceptional, the visitations that 
come but once or twice in a century perhaps. 
Probably no artificial safeguards could be pro-

This 
shallow stream has triumphed too many times 
over big St. Louis. Big St. Louis should curb it.

With the plea that it is moved by solicitude for 
the welfare of thé Jewish people in Georgia, the 
Macon Telegraph threatens the press of the coun- 
try with the vengeance of Tom Watson if it per- 
sists in demanding that the Frank lynchers be 
brought to justice. 

The Telegraph calls the demand that the lynch- 
ers be brought ta fustice “mobbing the State of 
Georgia,” and says that, if it continues to be 
heard, Tom Watson will look upon it as his gage 
of battle and will proceed to tell Georgians that 
“the rich Jews of the nation have bought up the 
press of the republic to vilify and blackguard and 
defame the State of Georgia.” And, the Tele- 
graph adds, the people of Georgia will believe 
him. 

This newspaper, which thus drags in the race 

issue in an effort to gag Justice, ought to know, 
and does know, that the demand for the punish- 
ment of these lynchers would have been made 
whether Frank had been a Jew or a Gentile. Its 
injection of the race issue is an impertinence and 
an insult to the people of Georgia, who are not to 
be led by the nose by Tom Watson in a question 
that concerns the honor and good name of the 
State.

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SOCRATES ON THE OUTLOOK FOR CIVILIZATION. 


OCRATES: | Last night I was down at the Agora, 
and they asked me to say something about the 
outlook for civilization. There has been 80 

much said of the war that I have been fearful of an- 
other confusion of tongues. Nevertheless, we are 
confronting one of the great crises of history, and if 
men do not much think or talk of anything else, it 
is not to be wondered. No doubt men did the same 
thing when every other great civilization hung in the 
balance. I, therefore, consented to say what I 
thought, and everybody gave me the most respectful 
attention. Adeimantus, who introduced me, was very 
flattering. He said: ‘‘Here is Socrates, who con- 
tinually thinks of these things. He will know more 
about them than the rest of ua, who are not by pro- 
fession philosophers and therefore are not as good at 
this sort of thing as Socrates is.’’ I, of course, 
thanked him, and began with reviewing the civiliza- 
tions which had flourished and fallen. I said that 
every one of those civilizations had been exhausted 
by war, and that our own seemed in a fair way to 
fall from the same cause. Anastasias, who was in 
the hall, asked me if I did not think our own civiliza- 
tion was so much more general than any that had 
gone hitherto that it would prove itself proof against 
ruin from such a cause. I told him I would Mike to 
‘believe that, but I could not see how it could be true 
if war itself only became the more widespread by rea- 
son of the greater distribution of civilization. This 
made him reach for his smelling salts, and I con- 
tinued thereafter without interruption. 
It was a hit, all right. 


same thing was true of the civilization of the Romans. 
It had nothing in cold storage in any other part of the 
world, and when the Goths and Vandals burst in 
upon the Roman people they swept away all that 
those people had achieved with the same blow that 
did for their once-powerful empire. 

Thrasymachus: What did they say to that? 

Socrates: Nothing whatever. A few murmured, but 
whether in protest or admiration of my mental process, 
I could not say, I went on to say that so far as Bu-

that the civilization in Europe at this time is in many 
respects greater than were those of the Greeks aad 
Romans; but after all, when we kill men and keep on 
killing men until that becomes the chief business of 
humankind, as it did with both Greece and Rome, 
there is no reason to believe that those baser instincts 
which at once perpetuate war and ruin civilisation 
will not triumph in time over all those refinements of 
feeling and being of which civilization is made. I 
am not saying that war is not sometimes beneficent. 
I only feel that as it goes on destroying the flower of 
humankind, as it places a premium upon violence and 
continually minimizes all those gentle and sacred re- 
lations by means of which we have arrived at our 
present high mental and social status, it must at lass 
plunge us into that same pittomless bot in which the 
Greece ef Pericles and the Rome of Augustus found 
themselves after their too brief period of grandeur 
and glory. 

Polemarchus: You have it, I think. 

Socrates: I think so. What becomes in war of 
the arts and sciences, granting that medical science 
alone often makes strides at such a time and that 
chemists and physicists discover in war unheard of 
means of blowing humankind up? There is no music 
written. There is no sculpture. The painter dies 
like everyone else. There is no literature. There is 
no religion. All goes into the great maw af Moloch, 
and the end is darkness. 

Thrasymachus: You said something then. 

Socrates: Very well. Now let us buy a paper and 
see What the total mileage of the Russian army is 
to date.

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BEVERIDGE ON THE WAR. 
HORTLY after the war began, for- 
mer Senator Beveridge went to 
Europe to study its causes. He 
visited Germany, France and Engjand, 
not to mention various neutral countries, 
and was on both the eastern and west- 
ern battle fronts. He talked with the 
leading statesmen and financiers of 
each nation and, because of the official 
relation he had but recently held with 
the Government of the 
he was givén unusual facilities every- 
where to gather the information he 
sought. He reported the results of his 
investigations in a series of articles 
printed in the Saturday Evening Post, 
Collier’s Weekly and other periodicals. 
These articles, considerably expanded 
and revised, are now issued in a volume 
under the title, What Is Back of the 
War. 

As the Senator puts it, his chief mis- 
sion was to get at the thought behind 
the war“ and his conversations in the 
belligerent countries covered every class 
of society, with the result that every 
possible viewpoint is represented in this 
very interesting book. 

As a final chapter, the Senator sets 
fortii an entertaining series of conclu- 
sions based on his observations. 

He foresees the democratizing of most 
of Europe: 

„Zach step in the neutral investigat- 
or's study leads to the conclusion that 
one consequence of the war is reason- 
ably probable. No matter which side 
is triumphant, it is not unlikely that 
the world will behold in the countries 
at war and, indeed, in all European 
countries except Rusgia, an immeas- 
urable advance of democracy, expressed 
in terms of collectivism. 

„Russia is excepted because of the na- 
ture of her culture, her peculiar mis- 
gion, and the still comparatively uned- 
ucated state of her masses. Even Rus- 
sia may be affected by the popular up- 
heaval; but no one can rredict this with 
any such likelihoed as marks England, 
Germany and France. 

Russia's destiny, speaking by and 
large, would seem to be toward the 
east. Her peculiar culture is a curious 
vet not inharmonious blending of occi- 
dental tendencies and habits of thought. 
“Se er 0 

“As to Russia’s position after the war, 
the only thing that can be said with 
certainty is that jf the allies are suc- 
cessful Russia will be the one great 
predominant military power of the 
world. No decree of peace can prevent 
that result. Russia is a world within 
herself. No force from the outside fun- 
damentally affects her, nothwithstand- 
ing surface appearance to the contrary.” 

What of the vast armies after the 
war? He thus states the problem: 
“When.thé army is disbanded, what 
will become of the soldier ho had a 
job at the time he énlisted, when he 
goes back and finds hig place filled—and 
it will be filled, for it must be remem- 
bered that there are more laborers in 
England than there are jobs, and that 
the immense majority of British work- 
ingmen have not gone to the front. 
“Will the returned workingman be 
given his old place? If so, what will 
the man do who finds himself thus 
thrust out of employment? 

“And what of the multitude of volun- 
teers who had no jobs and come back 
to enforced idleness and poverty? They 
have been paid, fed, clothed, cared for, 
during the war. When they lay aside 
their uniforms and hand over to the 
Government their rifles, may they not 
say something like this: 

““T was willing to fight for the coun- 
try and the Government cared for me 
while I, was doing it, now I am willing 
to work for the eountry and the Gov- 
ernment must care for me while I am

I am not whines to starve; 1 
am not willing to see my wife and can 
dren perish with hunger and cold. It 
the nation could feed, clothe and pay 
me for the destructive work I did for 
it in time of war, why can it not feed, 
pay and clothe me for the constructive 
work I am willing to do for it in time 
of peace?’ 8 ¢ . 

“The case ic not the same as that of 
the soldiers of our Civil War. In the 
first place, they were not discontented 
when the war closed; end in the next 
place, our country was sparsely peo- 
pled (and still is, compared to European 
countries), and then there was an abun- 
dance of free land. Our republic was 
undeveloped and there was employment 
as well as land for all. 

“Great Britain has a somewhat sim- 
lor, though distant, cutlet for En- 
giand’s mass of probable discontent, and 
to this the more optimistic English 
thinkers look with hope and confidence. 
Such men believe that the disbanding 
of the army will be followed by large 
emigration of discharged soldiers and 
their families to Canada end Australia.” 

The leaven of democracy pervades all 
Germany: 

In Germany. this democratic spirit 

was manifest at the very beginning. It 
was illustrated in dramatic fashion by 
the throngs of men not calléd to the 
cclors who demanded to be taken. When 
the war has passed into history this 
neglected but picturesque and meaning- 
ful circumstance will make a thrilling 
chapter in the history of this greatest 
or all wars, 

“The democratic spirit of Germany 
was quickly voiced from trench, battery 
pit and battlefield. Uncountable letters 
from soldiers at the front expressed 
ic and a multitude of verses written by 
all sorts and conditions of men, from 
blacksmiths and bricklayers to scientist 
and writer, gave verbal form to the 
German poetic instinct. For example, 
consider the following lines of a Ger- 
man war poem: 

“"The same coat and our rights the 
same, 

Comrades—forgotten rank and name: 

The same wage and the same bread, 

In sleep and death the self-same bed, 

For one as for the other.’ 

“This new advance of democracy, in 
the belligerent nations, is being vital- 
ized by a spirit of self-sacrifice and 
mutual helpfulness new to the modern 


and Germany, nobody, it seems, is 
thinking of himself or herself, hardly of 
his or her family. The human sym- 
pathy of each man afid woman raised 
to the heights of exaltation is both in- 
dividual and collective; it flows out not 
only to each needy and suffering one, 
but also spreads to the whole commu- 
nity and to the nation. 

“In Germany and France no one 
thinks. of asking, ‘What can I do for 
myself,” but ‘What can I do for others?’ 


Their joy is in giving.” (Bobbs-Mer- 
rill.)

Made by Employers’ Represen- 
tatives on Industrial Relations 
Body, Says Walsh. 


COURT CONTROL ALLEGED 


Exploitation of Women and Chil- 
dren and Employment of Gun- 
men Among the Findings. 


By Associated Press. 

. KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 21.—Admis- 
siotis of bribery of courts and Legisla- 
tures, conspiracy, the exploitation of 
women and children, the employment oi 
gunmen, the suppression of free speech 
and the commission of other social 
crimes against labor, are made in that 
part of the report to Congress framed 
by Harris Weinstock, Richard H. Aish- 
ton and 8. Thurston Ballard of the 
United States Commission of Industrial 
Relations, according to a statement 
given out here yesterday by Frank P. 
Walsh, chairrnan cf the commission. 

The commission's reports to Congress, 
of which there are three, were signed 
in Chicago recently by the dissenting 
groups of the commission. The commis- 
sion was made up of three representa- 
tives each of the public, the employers 
and the employed. Ballard, Weinstock 
and Aishton were the representatives 
of the employers. 

The ee tee in the Weinstock re- 
port.“ Walsh said. will come as a 
shock to that employing class that has 
been Busy denouncing the advance ‘sum- 
mary of the main report of the commis- 
sion, signed by myself and three other 
menibers of the commission, as a pro- 
labor finding As a matter of fact, ev- 
ery admission—or confession—contained 
in the report of the representatives of 
employers was based on the findings of 
the. staff of investigators upon which 
the main report is based, and these ad- 
missions and confessions support in ev- 


main report, were hailed in New York 
as radical and sensational rung propa- 
ganda.”’ 


Coutral of Courts. 
The charges against emplovers, made 


by the employérs’ representatives on the 
commission, according to Walsh, include 
the following: 

“That they have resorted to question- 
able methods to prevent their workers 
from organizing.”’ 

That they have attempted to defert 
democracy by more or less auccessfully 
controlling courts and legislatures.“ 
‘That they have exploited women and 
children and unorganized workers.“ 
“That they have resorted to all sorts 
ef methods to prevent the enactment 
of remedial legislation.” 

“That they have employed gunmen in 
strikes who were disreputable charac- 
ters and who assauited innocent people 
and committed other crimes most rep- 
rehensible in character.“ 

That they have paid lower wages 
than competitive conditions warranted.” 
That they have worked their people 
long hours and under nun and 
dangerous conditions.“ 

That they have exploited prison labor 
at the expense of free labor.“ 

That they have been contract break - 
ers with labor.“ 

“That they have attempted, through 
the authorities, to suppress free speech 
and the right of peaceful assembly.” 

“That they have deliberately, and for 
selfish ends, bribed representatives of 
| labor.” : 

“And that all of these things tend to 
produce industrial unrest with all its 
consequent and far-reaching IIS.“ 


Right to Strike Defendéd. 
„We feel, with organized labor, that 


there should be no restriction put upon 
thé right to strike, realizing as we do 
hat the strike is the only weapon which, 
in the interest of labor, can be effec- 
tively and legally used to aid in bet- 
tering its conditions.“ 

In addition to these -charges against 
the employers, the employers’ represen- 
tatives, in their report? says according 
to Walsh: 

When labor is effectiveiy, organized 
it has two most powerful ‘weapons at 
its command that the employer, as Aa 
rulé, dreads and fears because of the 
great damage these weapons can inflict 
on him, namely: The strike and the pri- 
mary boyeott, both of which are within 
the moral and legal rights of the work- 
er to use. 

“We say frankly that if we were wage- 
earners we would be unionists, and as 
unionists we would feel the keen re- 
sponsibility of giving the same attention 
to our trade union duties as to our civic 
duttes.“ 

Walsh's statement was in answer to a 
statement issued recently by Weinstock, 
dealing with the dissension of the Com- 
missionérs as to the reports, Walsh said.

TWO DOCTORS WHO MADE 
NOTED DISCOVERIES DIE 


Charies John Finlay Found Mosquite 
Caused Yellow Fever; Dr. Ehriich 
Invented Diphtheria Antitozin. 
HAVANA, Cuba, Aug. 21.—Dr. Charles 
John Finlay, who first propounded the 
tneory that yellow fever was propa- 
gated by the mosquito, died here yes- 

terday. He was 82 years old. 

Dr. Finlay, son of Dr. Edward Finlay, 
was born in Puerto Principe. He re- 
ceived his medical education in France 
and at the Jefferson Medical College in 
Philadelphia. At first his theory of 
mosquito origin of yellow fever and 
other diseases was scoffed at. 

BERLIN, Aug. 21.—Dr. Paul Ehrlich, 
discoverer of salvarsan and of the anti- 
toxin for diphtheria, died, suddenly of 
heart disease at Bad Homburg, at the 
age of 61 years. He was noted also as 
an expert in the treatment of cancer. 
Half of the Nobel prize for medicine was 
awarded to him in 1908. 

Dr. Ehrlich was chief of the German 
Government's institute at Frankfort. At 
the International Medical Congress in 
London in 1913 Dr. Ehrlich was intro- 
duced by Sir Malcolm Morris as the 
greatest exponent of modern pathology 
in the civilized world.“ 

The second class of the Red Eagle, 
with the star, was coyferred upon him 
in 1914 by Emperor William and he was 
awarded the Cameron prize by Edin- 
burgh University in the same vear.
